Jordan's King Hussein said 
yesterday he believes the U.8. un- 
der Ronald Reagan will scrap tbo 
Camp David Middle East peace 
framework In favour of a new ap- 
proach. But Egypt simultaneously 
expressed filth that the new ad- 
ministration would forgo ahead 
with the current peace process. 

The Egyptians, however, were 
cautioned yesterday by Canadian 
Prime Minister Pferro Trudeau 
that Reagan might Indeed devise a 
new approach. 

Speaking at the end of hte talks In 
Egypt with President Anwar Sadat, 
Trudeau said be told the Egyptian 
leader that Reagan might go along 
with the present peace negotiation! 
but without "the geography and 
nomenclature of Camp David." 

■'I told President Sadat that I im- 
agined the new administration 
would not want to use at least the 
geography and nomenclature of 

Camp David but that I waa rather 
convinced that it would want to 
buDd en the. groundwork laid in the 
past by Premier Menahem Begin 
and President Sadat," aaid 
Trudeau -bgfecc- laavte g Calm for 
Bom. 

Trudeau Indicated that Sadai has 
become more cautious in his 
assessment of the time needed to 
roach an agreement on the thorny 
Palestinian autonomy. 

“He mentioned a period of two to 
throe years." Trudeau said when 
asked whether hte talks with Sadat 
touched on the Egyptian leader's 
recent forecast of wrapping up the 
Camp David agreement on 


autonomy by the end of lMi. 

Hussein, in an interview with 
Beirut's Independent “An-Nahar” 
newspaper, said he believed 
Reagan would opt for a new ap- 
proach to an overall settlement In 
the Middle East. 

“The Camp David accords failed 
to deal with the crux of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict." Husaefn said. 
“These accords, failed to dffel with 
the Palestinian* problem, with the 
question of occupied Arab 
territories and the Jerusalem 
Issue." 

Hussein said he would “be 
delighted" to respond to Reagan's 
call for an early meeting between 
them, in order to discuss alter- 
natives to the Camp David peace 
process. 

"Camp David la a mediocre 
operation." Hussein said. “I don't 
think that the accords can under 
any circumstances serve as a base 
to build upon..." 

When asked whether he expected 
the Camp David process to come to 
an end, Hussein said: “I think the 
chance is there for the new presi- 
dent and hte administration to turn 
a now pag* la relation* with the 
Arab world. I hope tilings will move 
In this direction." 

In contrast, the Egyptian govern- 
ment yesterday declared It was 
confident Reagan would adhere to 
Camp David, noting it planned to 
send Foreign Minister Kamal

Sadat offers Europe military bases 


CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat la prepared to extend 
military facilities to West Euro- 
pean nations, similar to those he 
offered the U.S., In order to “con- 
tain" the Iraql-Iranlan war, the 
magazine October said yesterday.

Guests In the seven-year-old 
hotel, one of the world’s largest, 
yid no alarm sounded when the 
fire erupted, and they first learned 
of the danger from radio or televi- 
sion. 

The fire gave off heavy, choking 
smoke which poured upwards into 
the hotel tower and waa so dense 
that the stairwells, designed as a 
fire escape, could not be used. ■ 

The Maze raged for three hours 
before It was brought under control. 

Ten minutes after the fire bad 
erupted It had gutted the 338-metre 
long casino, where about 30 charred 
bodies were found. Most of the 
others died of smoko Inhalation 
above the 20th floor. 


Police helicopters circled 
overhead, and officers shouted over 
bullhorns, "don't jump, don't 
jump" fo panicked guests who lean- 
ed out of windows, dangling ropes 
made of bedsheeta. 

Guests who could fled out the 
doors and wandered on the 
grounds, many barefoot and In 
smoke-blackened nightclothes, 
weeping and dazed. Others were 
carried out by firefighters and con- 
struction workers. Paramedics and 
doctors, some in hospital scrub 
clothes, worked feverishly over a 
number of victims who were 
, sprawled in the middle of the four- 
lane street. 

The conflagration in Kawaji'a 
Prince Hotel was the worst hotel 
fire In Japan's post-war history. 
Besides the dead. 2< persons were 
injured, 13 of them suffering broken 
Hmba os they jumped from win- 
dows to escape. 

Police said that there were no 
foreign guests registered in the 88- 
room resort hotel. IAP. UPI) 


Twin bombshells rock parties

Rabin denies Mizrahi 
paid wife’s 1977 fine

TEL AVIV. — Former prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin said yester- 
day that a report published by the 
French weekly L'&rpress — 
claiming that businessman Besalel 
Mizrahi paid the IL290.000 fine 
levied on Rabin’s wife Lea tn 1877 — 
waa “a vulgar and malicious lie."' 

Mizrahi last year won a libel suit 
against Hn'arrtz, which called hint 
a leader at organized crime In 
Israel. 

Rabin said that he intends to sue 
L'Ejpreax for libel and to ask the 
court In Paris to force the magazine 
to reveal the names of its sources. 

In a press conference here yester- 
day evening. Rabin said that he had 
tried unsuccessfully to prevent the 
report's publication, after learning 
from an Israeli source that It was 
about to be published. 

Rabin said that he also asked a 
Paris district court to prevent 
publication, but It was too late, 
became the weekly had already 
been distributed. 

UPI reports from Paris that a 
court yesterday rejected a demand 
by Rabin that the sale of this week’s 
VExpreee be banned in Israel. 

' The Paris court ruled that Rabin 
should ask the Paris magazine to 
publish hte answer to this week's 
article, but that the court had no 
possibility of banning the weekly’s 
sole on the territory of a sovereign 
nation. 

L'Rxpresa wrote that "former 
Israel defence minister Shimon 
Perse has a secret weapon agaiaat 
Rabin, a cheque for iramyim that 
served to pay the fine for opening 
an account In foreign currency in 
the U.S. by Lea Rabin." 

L’Bxpreaa added that Perea's 
men learned of the cheque by 
reading the book The Iaraeli 
Connection by the weekly's 


reporter Jacques Derogy. but 
Rabin aaid that the book only noted 
that "Aluf (Rest Rehavxzn Ze'evl 
(Gandhi i . prompted by his friend 

Bezalel Mizrahi... offered to find 
she money for the Rabins. Rabin 
rejected this suggestion scornfully, 
the book says^ 

“Even this allegation, from the 
book. Is incorrect- I received no 
such offer at ail." Rabin told the 
press conference. 

Rabin told the press conference 
that he demanded that Peres 
clarify whether he has any 
evidence of the alleged cheque and 
that he declare on oath that neither 
he nor his men gave this Informa- 
tion to L 'Express. '* 

Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres last night defied the report 
"with revulsicn," adding that he 
was surprised the L ’Express 
reporters hadn't checked with him 
before publication. Peru later 
charged that Rabin's statements at 
the Peres conference were a 
“proucmtlQn." 

Rabin declared: "I was asked by 
four Israeli fournallsts In the pest 
few weeks shout this matter, which 
wu spread by people who want to 
harm my political career. Fm glad 
that the Israeli Journalists did not 
publish this erroneous information 
after I made It clear that it waa 
libellous." 

Answering questions ss to the 
aource of the L'Krprce* report 
Rabin said he suspected members 
of the Labour party, whom he did 
not name. 

"I am sad that the Labour Party 
esn stoop to such depths. This Is- a 
serious matter. Intended to 
besmirch my name only a few days 
before the elections to the party 
convention." he said.

Less milk, dairy products 
in shops starting tomorrow

TEL AVIV. — Less milk and dairy 
products will be supplied to the con- 
sumer market starting tomorrow, 
the Htotadrut Agricultural Centre 
and the Tnuva marketi-g 
cooperative have decided. 

The decision was taken after 
farmers were informed that the 
government had gone beck on its 
decision to raise the price of milk as 
of this morning. 

The farmers claim that Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvltz has done 
this both to punish the HUtodrut for 
demonstrating against the 


government's economic policy and 
also to keep down the cost-of-living 
index for November. The farmers 
are demanding a 17 per cent rise In 
milk prices. 

Hurvltz has accused the 
Ktetadnit of backing Tnuva. while 
simultaneously attacking the 
government for high price s . 

The farmers said they cannot 
subsidize the government, especial- 
ly since it recently raised their 
production costs, including fodder, 
electricity, water and workers' 
wages. 

A Tnuva spokesman aaid that no 
milk would he thrown away as a 
result of the Intended cutback. 


Dayan cool to Weizman 
call for new party

Sizer Welzman'a announce- 
ment on Friday night that he 
waa considering forming a new 
party with himself as candidate 
for defence minister has so far 
attracted little public support 
from potential partners. Moahe 
Dayan, whom Weizman named 
as his choice for heading the 
party, said he was not in- 
terested In running for office 'at 
present.' 

Speaking in a television interview 
Weizman said one of hte goals 
would be to Implement a. Palesti- 
nian “entity" that would be granted 
full autonomy in everything but 
foreign affairs and defence. 

Dayan's noncommittal reaction 
was similar to a statement he made 
at the Rati -affiliated Bams forum 
three weeks ago. It was then Inter- 
preted ss a signal that the former 
foreign minister does not rule out a 
return to active politics. 

Reacting to Weizmas's choice of 
himself ss prime minister. Dayan 
added that he did not intend to be “a 
member of a minor faction." But 
Weizman made it dear that he does 
not envisage a “minor faction” or a 
party aiming to hold the “balance 
of power", but & major faction that 
could be "an alternative." 

He said he had already begun 
contacts with potential supporters, 
noting that he had lunched a day 
earlier with Dayan. Asked about 
Yitzhak Rabin, Weizman aaid he 
did not rule him out as a possible 
figure ir, the new partyi and added 
that Liberal Party figures should 
also be seen os possible members. 
Also, he would be looking for 


promising men in their thirties and 
forties, people "imbued with a love 
of the Land of Israel and a right ap- 
proach to the nation's economic and 
social path." 

Weizman did not spell out a 
detailed platform. But he stressed 
his deep commitment to the peace 
process, and hit out at the Begin 
government for turning the peace 
sour in the min da of the public. 

The thrust of his party's 
programme would be to moke 
Israel an Integral part of the Middle 
East. Weizman said. “People laugh 
when I say we should work towards 
talks with Syria," he said in a 
separate radio interview. “They 
forget how unbelievable it once 
seemed that we'd ever talk to the 
Egyptians. The director-general of 
the Finance Ministry is now In the 
U.S. asking for more money. I'd 
like to see us become part of the 
regional economy — to trade with 
Jordan and Iraq and all the others 
— within the next 10 or 18 years." 

His party would seek to imple- 
ment the Comp David autonomy 
scheme to the full. While this would 
entail the establishment of a Pales- 
tlan "entity." Weizman said. It was 
not necessarily a step towards the 
eventual creation of a Palestinian 
state. He added that expropriation 
of land should be done solely tor 
defence purposes and not for the es- 
tablishment of settlements. 

Asked about hte controversial 
personality. Weizman conceded 
that he had blemishes, but 
“hastiness" was not one of them. X 
thing fast, so people say “I'm 
.hasty," he observed.

New system mooted 
to help exporters 


Iran demands ‘yes or no’ 
U.S. answer on hostages 


BEIRUT (AP). — Iranian Prime 
Minister Mohammed All RojaJ's of- 
fice said yesterday that tt has asked 
the U.S. for a “positive or 
negative" response to Iran's con- 
ditions for release of the U.S. 
hostages, because America's first 
response "was neither explicit nor 
clear.” 

Iran's official Pars news agency 
said the new request had been sent 
to the Algerian government, which 
is acting as an Intermediary In the 
hostage crisis. 

"The U.S. reply, as far ss Iran 
was concerned, did not explicitly 
and clearly refer to any of the 
clauses of the Majlis (parliament) 
decision." Pars quoted the office as 
saying. There was no direct answer 
to the conditions "but rather other 
proposals bad been offered in- 
stead." Pars said. 

- "Since the government of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran deems 
Itself only the executor of the Majlis 


decisions in this connection, it has 
no.. .discretion to Introduce any 
alteration or modification." 

The statement Indicated that the 
government, charged by the Majfis 
with taking custody of tee hostages 
and seeking a U.S. response to the 
conditions, did not have tee authori- 
ty to discuss new conditions or 
details. 

It raised the posslMllty that the 
Majlis will have to be consulted 
again on the Issue. Iran has refused 
direct negotiations, despite 
repeated U.S. requests. The 
government has yet to take custody 
of the hostages, held since 
November 4. 1979. 

The MajUs sold on November 2 
that the hostages would be freed If: 
the late shah's wealth were 

returned; the f ree ze on Iranian 

assets in U.S. banka were lifted; 
lawsuits against Iran were 
dropped, and America pledged not 
to interfere in Iran's attain.

A senior Treasury official is 
proposing a new system to help ex- 
porters without forcing the govern- 
ment to keep devaluating the Israel 
shekel at a steady rate commen- 
surate with inflation. 

The new system proposed by 
Ezra Sedan, head of the Treasury's 
Economic Planning Authority, 
would also make It easier for the 
government to fight Inflation. 

Exports are now encouraged by a 
system under which the Bank of 
Israel gives cheap credit, which Is 
actually a kind of special subsidy. 
Exporters who wont to enjoy this 
subsidy must take loans and this In 
turn floods the market with too 
much money. 

Sadan’s plan calls for ensuring 
linkage on the rate of exchange of 
the money that exporters get from - 
abroad. Its essentials have already 
won support from Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvltz, but it has not yet 
been shown to the Bonk of Israel, 
which has its own plan to combat 
the inflationary effects of the pre- 
sent system. 

The Bank's plans, as voiced by Its 
governor. Anion Gafny, call for 
limiting the amount of credit 
available to exporters. Gafny has 
been the target of strong criticism 
from manufacturers and Industry 
and Trade Minister Gideon Part, 
who said limiting credit would 
severely harm exports. 

Instead of giving credit to ex- 
porters, 8adan wants to assure 
them that their returns on exports 
would not be harmed by- Inflation. 
When an exporter Is paid in foreign 
currency for goods sent abroad he 
would receive from the state Israel 
shekels Jinked to the rise in tee cost 
of living from the day the goods 
were sent abroad. 

At present the government Is 
forced to keep intervening in the 


currency market so that the shekel 
is devalued at a rate more or less 
commensurate with Inflation. If 
this was not done, exporters would 
lose money If the local currency 
was temporarily too strong. 

Sadan told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that his system would 
give the government more short- 
range maneuverability in deter- 
mining the devaluation of the 
shekel since It would no longer be 
obliged to keep the shekel’s value 
low to ensure the profitability of ex- 
ports. 

He stressed that he is not 
suggesting a return to multi-tiered 
rates of exchange for Israeli 
currency. Multi-tiered exchanges 
with special rates for exporters 
would be tantamount to cancelling 
the liberal economic policy In- 
troduced In October 1977. The old 
system was inefficient and also 
drew criticism from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund. Another 
distortion of the present cheap 
credits system is that the rate of 
subsidization Increases aa Inflation 
grows higher. This also adds 
another self-propelling element to 
the inflationary spiral. 

Sadan’s system would stop the in- 
voluntary automatic flooding of the 
market with currency gained 
through cheap loans. Another 
benefit would be separating the 
policy of helping exporters, and 
control of the currency market. 

Many details of Sadan’s plan are 
still unclear. It is not yet known 
whether the money to pay for 
linkage Insurance would be in the 
state budget or disbursed by the 
Bank of Israel. Another unknown 
element is the rate of linkage which 
could be between 100 and 80 per 
cent. The new system would also be 
in effect a subsidy for exports but It 
is still unclear whether the subsidy 
would be at the present rate of 
about 10 per cent per dollar. 


Catholic named as deputy premier 


Poland seen advancing liberal policy 


WARSAW. — Communist-ruled 
Poland appears to have taken a 
fresh step towards liberalization 
with the appointment on Friday of a 
Catholic os deputy prime min is te r, 
following top-level negotiations 
which may have involved Polish- 
born Pope John Paul. 

After being caught off-gnord by a 
workers' revolt last summer, 
Poland's Communist rulers promis- 
ed to move towards democratiza- 
tion, and Friday's unanimous 
parliamentary vote for Jerzy Os- 
dowski was seen os part of that 
process. 

It marked the first time that a 
member of parliament for a 
Catholic political group bad risen to 
such high office in 38 years of Com- 


munist rule. Ozdowski Is one of five 
parliamentary deputies represen- 
ting the small Znak Catholic party. 

The last deputy prime minister to 
avow CatboUetem. peasant party 
leader Stanislav Mlfeolajcxyk, fled 
Poland to the West in 1947. 

Ozdowski, a 55-year-old 
economist, met Pope John Paul In 
Rome only eight days before hte ap- 
pointment. and there were in- 
dications that the pontiff was 
himself involved in the seeret 
negotiations which led to the sur- 
prise promotion. 

Parliament approved the ap- 
pointment after deputies earlier 
voted to sack the health, building 
and labour ministers and a minister 
without portfolio. 


There have been at least six 
cabinet shake ups in Poland this 
year, and more government 
changes were expected next week 
when the Central Committee of the 
ruling Communist Party meets In 
Warsaw. 

Friday’s session of parliament, 
which has sprung into new life 
following years of neglect, was 
marked by further criticism of the 
authorities. 

But there were also some bhmt 
warnings about the dangers of 
further strikes, and some hard- 
hitting statements aimed against 
Poles who believe they can 
overthrow the Communist system.

GEDERA. — The police operation 
to demolish the Grciver house in 
Gcdcra, for which 1.500 policemen 
nnd border policemen have been 
nllocntcd. will not take place before 
police Inspector-General Herzl 
Shafir returns from Europe on 
Tuesday evening, police sources 
said yesterday. 

On Friday the police made plans 
for heavy tractors and a helicopter 
to take part in the demolition labell- 
ed. "Operation Disobedience.” 
which was supposed to take place 
today. They said extra large forces 
will be mobilized for the demolition 
following reports that criminal 
elements In the area will try to ex- 
ploit the residents' anger and use 
violent means to prevent the police 
force from demolishing the house. 

It was also learned that Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir will ex- 
am ine new alternatives to 
demolishing the house, among 
them turning it over to the local 
council. This was proposed to him 
on Friday by Greiver's attorney, 
Haim Basok. 

Gad and Matilda G reiver and 
their six children have packed most 


of their belongings and intend to 
move to an apartment in Gedera to- 
day. The court gave Greiver an ex- 
tcntlon to vacate and demolish his 
house, which has been standing In 
violation of building regulations fqr 
five years. 

Police cars continued to patrol 
the streets, after Thursday' 
violent demonstration, in . which 
three people were injured, in 
eluding one police. officer, and 17 
demonstrators were arrested. 

One of Gcdcra's chief rabbis 
Rabbi Tsubeirl, called on the 
residents to shut their shops and 
business establishments today and 
fast In mourning for the expected 
demolition. 

Local council head Shalora'Cohen 
on Friday met the principals and 
teachers of Gedera's six schools 
urging them to calm the pupils and 
keep the k m in their classes. He was 
acting on rumours that the pupils 
intend to demonstrate outside 
Greiver's house against the demoll 
tion today.' 

The public committee to save the 
Greiver hous£ in Gedera announced 
yesterday that it had no control 
over the residents, many of whom 
threaten violence on the day of the 
demolition. 


Zadok, Rabin trade charges 
on Entebbe raid initiative 


The question of who should get 
the credit for the 1976 Entebbe raid, 
former prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin or former defence minister 
Shimon Peres, has cropped up 
again in the fight between the two 
for the leadership of the Labour 
Party. 

In an exchange of letters on the 
subject published in Davar on Fri- 
day, Rabin asserts that he was the 
first among the government’s 
leading ministers who raised the' 
possibility of a military option to 
rescue the hostages held in Uganda. 
Peres, Rabin claimed^ had 
neglected to pursue such an option 
53 hours after the hostages had 
been taken. 

In' a television talk show last 
month, former Justice Minister 
Haim Zadok referred to Rabin’s 
criticism of Peres’ performance In 
the Entebbe operation in his 


biography Toman ShcmL Zadok 
said: “I can only conclude that thio 
1s a case in which the writer 
(Rabin) ran away with himself due 
to personal animosity." 

Zadok, who supports Peres for 
the chairmanship of the party, 
noted that in the days leading up to 
the raid, Peres was the man who 
persisted in demanding military ac- 
tion and worked Incessantly to 
mount the raid while prime 
minister Rabin was the one who 
held him back, raised doubts and 
demanded more convincing proof 
of its feasibility, before approving 
it. 


Zadok noted that at the time he 
fully supported Rabin’s position, 
but he utterly rejected Rabin’s 
charges that Peres, as minister of 
defence, had neglected the 
possibility of a raid. 


Draft platform completed 

Labour against permanent 
rule by force in Areas

The Labour Party’s draft plat- 
form states that It opposes any per- 
manent rule by force over 1.2 
million Arabs in Judea, Samaria 
and the Gaza Strip. The draft was 
completed ' "By - the party ’-s' policy 
committee' on Friday, and ‘ must 
now be approved by theparty’s con- 
vention in December. 


The draft platform also stresses 
that Israel should have defensible 
and recognized borders, and not 
return to the cease-fire lines of June 
4. 1967. 


The committee, ‘chaired by 
Y Israel Galilee and composed of 
MKs Shlomo Hillel and Abba Eh an 
and former Justice Minister Halm 
Zadok. stated that the party hopes 
to win the next general elections 
and to get a mandate from" the. pe tv 
pie to open negotiations for a peace 
treaty with Jordan, baaed on 
territorial compromise. 

The committee, in an obvious 
reference to Syria, also proposed 
that a Labour-led government 
would be willing to begin talks with 
all neighbouring states without 
prior conditions. 


Waldheim backs renewal of mandate 
separating forces on Golan Heights 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
recommended to the UN Security 
Council yesterday that it extend the 
mandate of the UN disengagement 
forces in the Middle East for 
another six months to May 31. 

The 1.200-meinber force with con- 
tingents from Austria, Poland, 
Finland and Canada separates 
Israeli and Syrian troops on the 
Golan Heights where It was 
deployed under the disengagement 
agreement following the 1973 Arab- 
Israeli war. 

Waldheim said both countries 
have agreed to the extension. The 
council is expected to extend the 
mandate before the current period 
expires on November 30. 

Leon Radar, The Jerusalem Post 
correspondent In New York, adds: 

Sources In the secretariat- 
general haye expressed concern in 
the last few weeks that reports 
about an Israeli bill to annex the 
Golan would result in a Syrian 


refusal to extend the mandate. 

The Special Committee of the 
General Assembly adopted on Fri- 
day by a majority of 97 to 2 (Israel 
and the U.S.) with 21 abstentions, a 
Syrian draft resolution which ex- 
pressed concern over the reports in- 
dicating "the intentions of the 
Israeli government to enact legisla- 
tion embodying tbe changing of the 
character and status of the oc- 
cupied Syrian Arab Golan 
Heights." 

U.S. Ambassador Richard W. 
Petree, a deputy representative to 
the Security Council, told the com- 
mittee that the resolution was 
"unworthy of support,” although 
the U.S. shared concern about a bill 
before the Knesset that would for- 
mally annex the Golan Heights. 

"Since no such legislation has 
been passed by the Knesset, the 
present resolution is, in our view, 
tendentious and ill-advised. Israel 
is condemned for an action it has 
not taken," Petree said. 


Player stabbed as soccer fans riot 


KFAR SAVA (Itlm). — Seven peo- 
ple were injured in a melee which 
broke out yesterday during a soccer 
game between TIra Hapoel, the 
home' team, and Shlkma Macc&bL 
Ya’acov Jann&h of the visiting 
team was stabbed In the back, and 
six others were injured by stone 
throwers. 

Police had to use force and to 
shoot in the air. Eleven people were 
held for questioning, and the field 
was ordered closed. 


With the visitors leading, 1-0, Tira 
Hapoel then scored a goal, which 
the judges disqualified. Local fans 
immediately burst onto the field, 
showering stones on the guest team 
and on policemen. 

The injured, including Jannah, 
who did not see his assailant, were 
brought to Meir Hospital here. 

Order was restored toward even- 
ing. and hospital doctors said all of 
the Injured would be released 

within 24 hours. 


West Bank residents barred from memorial

Yamit self-employed now want more money

Yamtt’s merchants, manufac- 
turers and contractors have raised 
the ante for the compensation they 
want for their enterprises in view of 
the 1S1.5 million to IS2.3m. being 
paid for each farm in the nearby 
rural settlements. 

Well-informed sources in Yamit 
told The Jerusalem Post the self- 
employed residents decided to take 
advantage of the fact that they have 
had not finalized the transfer of 
their enterprises. It was too late to 
demand more money for their 
apartments because some 260 of the 
350 civilian residents have already 
signed agreements to move out 
Each family got IS350.000 to IS600,- 
000. depending on the size of the 
house. 


The town’s residents complained 
the government had taken advan- 
tage of them. "There is no com- 
parison between what is offered td 
people who bought a farm two or 
three years ago, and those who 
moved here five or six years ago," 
on** resident said. 

The government got away cheap- 
ly in Yamit because the settlers 
concluded deals separately. That Is 
why the self-employed decided to 
fight together, the source reported. 

Meanwhile some 50 Yamit 
residents, who belong to Maoz, the 
militant local political group, 
strongly criticized the government 
for trying to "bribe,’ the farmers 
into leaving. They also attacked the 
settlers for accepting "the ex- 
aggerated compensation at a time 
of economic distress In Israel." 


They declared that they will not 
cooperate with any official organiz- 
ing the evacuation of northern 
Sinai, which Is to be returned to 
Egypt by April 1982. 


The Maoz members gave a copy 
of their statement to Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon who visited 
Dikla on Friday to discuss details of 
the compensation to the northen 
Sinai farmers. 


At the meeting Sharon said the 
government will soon give the se- 
cond advance payment of 18110.000. 
(The first advance, of IS180.000, 
was paid earlier this year.) Sharon 
told the settlers the ministry’s 
director-general. Meir Ben -Meir, 
will head a team to negotiate 
details of the compensation to each 
farmer. .

Schindler raps Begin medal 
for U.S. rightwing leader

WASHINGTON. — Rabbi Alex- 
ander Schindler, former chairman 
of the Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish 
organizations, last night said that it 
was no coincidence that "the rise of 
right-wing Christian fundamen- 
talism has been accompanied by 
the most serious outbreak of anti- 
Semitism in America since the end 
of World -War Two." 

Schindler, head of the Reform 
Movement in the U.S.. condemned 
the award of the Jabotinsky Medal 
to Moral Majority leader Jerry 
Falwell. It is "madness and 
suicide," said Schindler, "if Jews 
honour for their support of Israel 
right-wing evangelists who con- 
stitute a danger to the Jews of tbe 
U.S." 


Schindler, in a-speech to the semi- 
annual Reform movement 
leadership meeting in San Fran- 
cisco, also said that "as Jews, we 
cannot but shiver when the director 
of the Committee for the Survival of 
a Free Congress speaks of the 
"Christianizing of America. If sec- 
' tarian doctrine becomes the test of 
political opinion, the Jewish com- 
munity is lost." 

Schindler called upon American 
Jewry to form a new coalition with 
the National Council of Churches — 
despite the differences with the 
council over the PLO — with the 
Catholic church, despite disagree- 
ment with it over abortions and 
birth control, and with American 
blacks, despite the dispute with 
them over the "racial quotas" in 
U.S. immigration policy. 


Begin not irked by Reagan-Schmidt meet

Sources close to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin have said he 
accepts Fresident-elec.t Ronald 
Reagan’s explanation for his 
meeting with German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt after Reagan’s 
aides had spurned attempts to 
arrange a meeting for Begin. 

On Thursday, an aide told tbe 
Israel embassy in Washington that 
the meeting was a courtesy call by 
Schmidt on Reagan. 

Leon Hadar reports from. New 
York: 

Three top Republican Jewish 
figures tried Friday to downplay 
the political significance of the 
meeting, which took place Thurs- 
day night amid press reports of an 
"Arab-Israeli war" among 
Reagan's advisers. A "pro- Arab" 
group waa seen headed by former 
Treasury Secretary George Shultz, 
while the “pro-Israelis" were said 
to .be represented by Richard Allen, 
Reagan’s top foreign,, policy advisor. . 


Theodore Cummings, a 
businessman from California said 
to be th$ most influential Jew close 
to Reagan, told The Jerusalem Post 
on Friday that Schmidt had only, 
"paid a courtesy call" on the* 
president-elect and that "besides, 
as far as Mr. Begin is concerned, he 
never asked for a meeting with Mr. 
Reagan. There has been no official 
Israel request for such a meeting.” 
Speaking from his borne 'in Los 
Angeles, Cummings also denied a 
report from columnists Evans and 
Novak that attributed Reagan's 
refusal to meet with Begin to 
pressure from Shultz. 

. George Klein, a Republican 
Jewish figure from New . York, 
argued that the press was ex- 
aggerating the implications of the 
Reagan-Schmidt meeting and 
characterised it as an “act of 
politeness,” while Max Fisher told 
The Post that "as. a whole tbe 
Reagan camp has a favourable at- 
titude'-ioward Israel-.” .VI Vi, 


Extremist students arrested in Egypt 


CAIRO (AP). — An unspecified 
number of university students, 
members of an Islamic fundamen- 
talist organization, have been 
arrested, Egyptian minister of in- 
terior said yesterday. He said the 
group was bent on "creating 
violence and carrying out political 
assassinations." 


In a brief statement to parlia- 
ment, Interior Minister Nabawi 
Ismail said the group ca l l in g itself 
The Party of Islamic liberation," 
was financed by Arab countries that 
oppose Egypt's peace moves with 
Israel. But he did not name any of 
the countries. 


Ismail said the students were 
arrested in the University of Asyut, 
380 kilometres south of Cairo, 
following riots and sit-in strikes in 
which seven policemen were in- 
jured. His address was the first of- 


ficial comment on the incident. 

The minister said all was "calm” 
as studieaf resumed yesterday, after 
a one-week suspension of studies. 
He assured parliament that the, 
riots caused no casualties and did 
.not involve the Coptic Christian 
minority. Coptic religious* sources 
in Asyut and Cairo confirmed this. 

The campus, which has a student 
body of 20,000, was the scene of 
bitter and bloody sectarian riots 
last March that pitted fundamen- 
talists against Copts and the police. 

The interior minister said tbe dis- 
turbances on tHe campus and -on 
the grounds or the 3,000-strong stu- 
dent hostel followed a decision by 
the university to suspend two un- 
dergraduates involved In "campus 
violence, ”«nd the building of a wall 
around tbe hostel "to prevent out- 
side elements from entering to fo- 
ment trouble.” 


Egypt arming Chad’s rebel forces

CAIRO. — Egypt Is supplying small 
quantities of small arms to the 
rebel forces- in Chad Jed by Defence 
Minister HXssene Habre. Western 
defence experts say. This confirms 
a State Department report released 
in Washington on Thursday. 


The weapons are said to be 
manufactured by the Egyptian 
Organization of Industrialization. 

Egypt has condemned the 
presence of Libyan troops in Chad. 
Libyan strongman, Muammar 
Gaddafi has said that they are there 
at the request of President 
Goukouni Oueddel. He said the war 


is a power struggle between the two 
northern Moslem leaders and that 
it has no Ideological basis. 

The war in Chad was on the agen- 
da of talks yesterday In Cairo 
between Egyptian President Anwar : 
Sadat and President Leopold, 
Sengor of Senegal, who Is on a four- 
day visit. ' - 

Senegal has also expressed its 
concern at Libya’s military incur- 
sion into the territory of a follow ! 
member of the Organization of 
African Unity. It earlier broke off 
diplomatic relations with Tripoli 
because it said Libyan diplomats i 
were carrying out subversive ac-| 
tivities in Its territory. 


Zamir wants clarifications on Gottiieb

Energy Minister Yitzhak Modal, 
another .Liberal leader, said Weiz- 
man's effort was doomed to failure 
because the Israeli voter “elects 
parties, not individuals.' 

An erstwhile Weizman supporter 
Inside Herat, MK Moshe Katzav, 
said Weizman is “not a partner for 
political action*’ because he makes 
solo decisions and refuses to heed 
the advice of others. 

Weizman himself told television 
news last night that he had been in- 
undated with phone calls since 
making his announcement. Some 
had come from Likud MKs, but he 
refused to disclose their names —

Report asks protection for civil servants 


An official report has called for 
legislative action to protect civil 
servants, including internal con- 
trollers in government ministries, 
from harassment or even dismissal 
by superiors they have accused of 
wrongdoing. 

Civil servants’ fear of victimiza- 
tion by t heir superiors could 
threaten proper public administra- 
tion by leaving officials free to con- 
tinue their misbehaviour, warned a 
committee of experts headed by 
former attorney 'general Moshe 
Ben-Zeev in a report submitted 
recently. 

The committee, appointed in 
February 1 B 8 O by then Justice 
Minister Shmuel Tamlr, 
recommended that the State Comp- 
troller's Law be amended to em- 
power the comptroller to in- 
vestigate complaints of harassment 
from civil servants who have expos- 
ed corruption and to Issue orders 
against harassment and dismissal. 

In hla letter of appointment. 


T.imsr wrote that there had been 
several cases of senior officials get- 
ting even with civil servants who 
alleged corruption is their 
ministries. 

Along with several forms of of- 
ficial harassment. Ben-Zccr’s com- 
mittee also cited sanctions by 
fellow employees — ostracism and 
refusal to cooperate, sometimes to 
the pemt of making the complai- 
nant unable to function. 

Measures taken by superiors in- 
clude denial of promotion, reducing 
or taking avkay authority, and even 
dismissal or refusal to renew con- 
tracts. The committee stressed that 
its recommendations could be 
given effect provisionally by civil 
service instructions. 

The committee would make the 
violation of the State Comptroller's 
orders against harassment and vic- 
timization a disciplinary offence, 
and would empower the comp- 
troller to order payment of special 
compensation to sacked civil ser- 
vants. iltim) 


Bar-Ilan seeking Holocaust documents

Strikes at Galilee 
school, village 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Nazareth.— T he local council of 
Rams village, on the Acre-Sofad 
highway, went on strike last week 
to protest the size of the allocation 
provided them by the Ministry of 
the Interior. Local Council Chair- 
man Hanna Mela. M.K., said that 
the deficit had reached ISi million. 

The Interior Ministry countered 
that the council's grants and budget 
had risen from 2S22m. to XS45m, ln 
one year, and that the main cause 
of the growing deficit was inef- 
ficiency. 

The 30 teachers of the Meghar 
comprehensive school ln Lower ' 
Galilee also went on strike, for the 
third time this year. They claimed 
that the local council often cannot 
meet their payroll, and have asked 
the Education Ministry to pay them 
direct. 

Nazareth and other local 
authorities are no longer func- 
tioning properly, because of grow- 
ing deficits. The Interior Ministry 
blames this on poor management, 
and on residents of many villages 
paying only half the taxes of those 
in Jewish towns.

fires Soviet-made missiles 
into strategic Iranian town

Soviet* ma de ground-to-ground mis- 
siles nt the Iranian town of GUan 
Gharb yesterday, escalating a run- 
ning battle for the heights that com- 
mand the main highway routes to 
Baghdad from Iran’s western 
border. Iran declared. 

Iraq said its air force Jets and 
helicopter gunshfps raided enemy 
positions throughout the Northern 
sector of the 480 kilometre war- 
front. where counter-attacking Ira- 
nian paratroopers have been trying 
to wrest the strategic heights of 
Gilan Gharb and three other Ira- 
nian towns back from the Iraqis. 

Iran claimed it forced an Iraqi 
retreat from positions near a key 
town on the northern sector on Fri- 
day. 

Baghdad and Teheran claimed a 
total of 165 troops killed In over- 
night and mid-morning fighting 
along the 480 kilometre-long north- 


south front. Iran has claimed 1.670 
Iraqi deaths In its week-long 
counterattacks. Iraq 1.071. 

As the war flared into its third 
month. UN special envoy Olof 
Palme, of Sweden, flew to Amman 
on the second leg of a peace-making 
effort that has already been scuttl- 
ed by Iran. The Arab press has 
dubbed it "mission Impossible.” - 

Palme had an early morning con- 
ference with Iran’s Prime Minister 
Mohammed Ali Rajai and a two- 
hour meeting with Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Saadoun Hammadeh at a 
Jordanian air base. 

Hammadeh is. attending an Arab 
foreign ministers conference in' the 
Jordanian capital. He declined to. 
comment on his talks with Palme. 
The personal representative of UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
also had no statement at Us Amman 
stop-over on his way to Baghdad for 
talks with Iraqi President Saddam 


' Hussein. 

• But before leaving' Teheran, 
Palme said through a UN 
spokesman that the human and 
material losses he witnessed in Iran 
have convinced him of the 'need to 
end the war. 

Rajai. however, slammed the 
door shut . on any peace 
-■negotiations. He told Palme 
attempts to mediate were a “waste 
of time" and renewed his demand 
that President Hossein'be tried by 
an international court as an 
V aggressor and butcher,” accor- 
ding to Pars, the official Iranian 
news agency. 

" Both Rajai and President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr announced 
after their first meetings with 
Palme that Iran would consider a 
ccasc-flre only when Iraqi forces 
are driven out of all war-conquered 
territory in western - and 
southwestern Iran. 



Nine Italians charged 
with spy conspiracy 

ROME (API. — A former pilot ana 
eight other Italians were arrested 
yesterday and charged with 
attempting to sell a draft plan for a 
secret military radar system, 
police reported. 

Police said all nine were 
employees of the Selenia elec- 
tronics firm, which carries out 
secret military research for the 
Italian government and manufac- 
tures radar systems. 

All nine persons were charged 
with conspiracy to engage in es- 
pionage. police said, adding that 
they were searching for a 10th per- 
son in connection with’ the cue. 

No other details were Immediate- 
ly available. Including where and to 
whom the arrested attempted to 
sell the plan. 

Iraq pays indemnities 
for deaths of 10 Turks 

ANKARA (UPI). — Iraq has paid 
133.000 indemnity for each of 10 
Turkish victims killed on the 
Turkish-Iraqt border In June by 
Iraqi helicopters, the Turkish 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs said 
yesterday. 

Ten Turkish peasants were graz- 
ing their cattle on the border with 
Iraq on June 1 when they were shot 
and killed by the Iraqi helicopters. 

Afghans give refuge 
to Pakistani judge 

ISLAMABAD (AP). — A former 
Pakistani Supreme Court justice 
who had ruled against the late 
prime minister Zulflkar Ali Bhut- 
to’s murder conviction on appeal 
has fled to Afghanistan to escape 
persecution by the Pakistani 
military regime. Radio Kabul has 
reported. 

Safdar Shah, whom friends said

two of the seven Pakistani Supreme' 
Court jurists, told a news con- 
ference in Kabul that he plans to ex- 
pose the regime’s Illegal activities 
after reaching Britain, according to 
the broadcast monitored here. 

Major Turkish paper 
resumes publication 

ANKARA (UPI). — A leading 
Istanbul newspaper, Cumhurriyet, 
resumed publication yesterday 10 
days after it was suspended by 
martial law authorities. 

Cumhurriyet, with a circulation 
of 100,000, is widely regarded as 
Turkey's most respected 
newspaper. Publisher-owner Nadir 
Nadi told readers the Istanbul mar- 
tial law commander had accused 
the newspaper of "Insulting the 
memory of Ataturk.” 

It is illegal for public officials and 
newspapers to Insult Ataturk, 
founder of the modern secular 
Turkish state. Nadi denied his 
newspaper had Insulted Ataturk’ a 
memory. 

One killed as three 
E. Germans flee to West 

BERLIN (UPI). — Two East Ger- 
mans, ducking bullets from Com- 
munist border guards, escaped 
across the Berlin wall yesterday, 
but a third, escapee was felled by the 
gunfire, police said. 

The two managed to clear the wall 
— built by the East German 
authorities in 1961 to stop refugees 
from fleeing to West Germany — in 
the city's northern district of 
Frohnau, police said. 


Progress seen at Madrid 
on trade, human rights 


MADRID (UPI). — U.S. chief 
delegate Griffin Bell says the mood 
is good enough at the Conference'on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe 
(CSCE) for East and West to make 
progress on trade and individual 
human rights cases. 

Beil said some agreement on so- 
called "confidence-building 
measures' * in the military sphere 
also was possible before the 35- 
nation ^conference adjourns next 
March. 

The former U:S. attorney 
general, interviewed yesterday 
before leaving on a two-week trip to 
the U.S., said that the continued 
presence of Soviet troops In 
Afghanistan ruled out any 
negotiations on disarmament. 

"It would be ludicrous to discuss 
disarmament at a time when 
somebody baa invaded a country,” 
he said. “But that doesn’t mean it 
wouldn’t be in our national interests 
to discuss and maybe adopt some 
confidence-building measures, 
depending on wbat they are.” 

The measures, considered a first 
step toward disarmament, consist, 
of advance warning of major troop 
movements within specified areas 


and the opening of maneuvers to 
outside observers. 

Bell said in an address to the con- 
ference on Friday that the U.S. 
would like to see the area extended 
tenfold to cover all of Europe. This 
would include Soviet territory as 
far as the Urals. 

The U;S. representative said that 
Afghanistan and the acrimonious 
10-week battle over an agenda for 
the conference have had less effect 
than feared on the meeting. 

Illustrating the improved at- 
mosphere at the talks, Bell twice 
during the week sat down over 
coffee with Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister Leonid Ilyichev In a bar 
outside the meeting hall. 

Bell said he could not foresee 
agreement on Soviet withdrawal 
from Afghanistan or “on better 
legal systems to protect and to vin- 
dicate human rights and civil 
rights.’’ 

But he predicted progress in the 
area of East- West trade — where 
the East is pressing for equal trade 
status and the West for better 
access to Eastern markets. 

He said informal talks probably 
would settle a number of human 
rights cases. 


Turks seek death for PLO terrorists 


ANKARA (Reuter). — A public 
prosecutor on Friday called for 
death sentences for four Palesti- 
nian guerrillas who attacked the 
Egyptian Embassy here last year. 

Death sentences were previously 
passed on the four by a military 
court, but in May this year a 
military appeal court ruled that the 
verdict be cancelled and the 
Palestinians face a civil trial. 

The Ankara prosecutor demand- 
ed death sentences on two counts 
for each of the four Palestinians for 


the murder of two Turkish security 
men outside the embassy and the 
death of an Egyptian official who 
leapt from a high window. 

The Palestinians, members of the 
"Eagles of the Palestine 
Revolution"-wing of the PLO's 
Sa'eka organization,, held more 
than a dozen hostages in the em- 
bassy for two days In July, 1979, 
demanding the release of 
Palestinians from Egyptian jails, 
but eventually surrendered without 
their deman<ta'bebig met. -■ 


Public interest in JFK waning 


DALLAS (AP). — A memorial ser- 
vice on Friday marking the 17th an- . 
niversary of the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy in Dallas at- 
tracted only 25 people, including 11 
high school choir members who 
were to sing hymns. 

"People are more Interested In 
who shot J.R. than in who shot 
JFK,” said Bill Stover, one of those 
who attended the service at the site 
of the killing. He was referring to 
the fictional "Dallas’ ’ television 


series, in which the assailant of oil 
tycoon J.R. Ewing was revealed on 
Friday night. • 

County Democratic Party Chair- 
man David C&rlock said time has 
eroded interest in the Kennedy 
legend and in the memorial service. 
"Attendance has been going down 
each year. You've got a whole new 
generation, and maybe being 
Democratic, progressive and 
liberal isn’t in vogue these days,” 
said Carlock. 


Croatians sentenced to death, prison 


BELGRADE (UPI).. — Two 
Yugoslavs who served in the armed 
forces of the Nazi-installed puppet 
state of Croatia during World War 
n were yesterday sentenced to 
death, and to 20 years in Jail for war 
crimes, a district court in Sarajevo 
announced. 

The Sarajevo District Court In 
central Yugoslavia sentenced 
Jakob Smajlovic, 59. to death, and 
Ibro Me ho vie. 68, to 20 years im- 


prisonment for murdering and tor- 
turing civilians in the May- 
September period in 1941. 

During the five-day trial, open to 
the public and presided over by 
Judge RIzah Hadzlc. about 40 
witnesses testified that the two 
were members of the Uatashis, an 
extreme right-wing Croatian 
separatist party that ran the so- 
called "independent state of 
Croatia” for the Nazi German oc- 
cupying troops. 


Soviets on verge of Zimbabwe ties 


SALISBURY (AP). — The Soviet 
Union expects to establish 
diplomatic relations with Zim- 
babwe “very soon.” Soviet Am- 
bassador Vasily Solodovnikov 
predicted yesterday.

Rescuers find 30 dead 
after Italian rail disaster 


LAMEZIA TERME, Italy (UPI). — 
Rescue workers at the site of one of 
Italy's worst train accidents began 
going through the rubble by hand 
early yesterday morning in case 
there were survivors' more than 24 
hours after the crash. 

The death toll of the freak colli- 
sion in southern Calabria rose to 30 
yesterday riorning when rescue 
workers found ten bodies in cars 
crushed by a locomotive. Some 120 
persons were Injured in the acci- 
dent. some of them critically. 

Police yesterday arrested four 
Italian state railroad workers and 
charged them with involuntary 
multiple homicide for negligence 
that led to the crash. 

Arrested were Dexnetrfo Patrico, 
52. -and Giovanni Catalano, 51, the 
conductors of the freight train that 
lost 28 of its 41 cars and caused the 
first collision. 

Also arrested were Giovanni de 
Paola, 26, the stationmaster of the 
station in the town of Eccelente, 
and Marcello Morsillo, 26, a manual 
labourer at the station. 

Neither police nor the in- 
vestigating magistrate who 
ordered the arrests would elaborate 


on the specific areas of negligence 
that led to the crashes. 

Officials ordered a halt to the use 
of cranes and other heavy 
machinery during the night when 
some workers said they heard 
moans coming from one of two 
passenger cars where the dead 
were later found. 

But the rescuers did not establish 
voice contact with any possible sur- 
vivor, leading them to. believe the 
sound came from a person who died 
shortly afterwards. 

The crash was the worst train ac 
cident in Italy since 1978, when 48 
persons were killed in an accident 
between Florence and Bologna. 

The spectacular accident oc 
curred when a southbound express 
hit a 28-car section of freight cars 
that came loose from the rest of one 
train and was stranded on the 
southbound tracks. 

The first collision derailed the ex- 
press’ locomotive and four cars and 
jolted them onto the northbound 
tracks. 

Less than half a minute later, ac 
cording to police, a northbound ex- 
press collided with the derailed ex- 
press.

LONDON (AP). — Former British 
foreign secretary David Owen an- 
nounced on Friday that he will not 
stand again for election to the 
shadow cabinet of the opposition 
Labour party under its new left- 
wing leader, Michael Foot. 

Dr. Owen, 42, foreign secretary 
for two years until Labour’s defeat 
in May 1979 by Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservatives, said that 
he found Labour's recent com- 
mitments to unilateral nuclear dis- 
armament and to take Britain out 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity were “unacceptable" to 
him.

Baghdad seeks territorial gains

AH THE GULF war enters Its ninth 
week Iraq’s aims are becoming in- 
creasingly ambiguous, When Iraqi 
forces invaded Iran on September 
31. after months of border skir- 
mishing, President Saddam Hus- 
sein stressed that his troops would 
quit Iranian soil as soon as Iran 
agreed to negotiate three things: 

• The return of t'..e whole of the 
Shaft al- Arab waterway to Iraqi 
control with the possible exception 
or two small areas around the Ira- 
nian port of Khorramshahr and 
Abadan. 

■ Iranian withdrawal from about 
320 square miles of border territory 
and the three tiny Islands near the 
Strait of Horraux. actually much 
closer to the coasts of Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates than 
Iraq, which the Shah seised In 1670. 

• An end to the ceaseless Iranian 
revolutionary propaganeda intend- 
ed to Incite a Shla Moslem rebellion 
against the ruling Ba'athists who 
mostly belong to the Sunni sect. 

At the United Nations the Iraqis 
continue to say that they want no 
more than this. But at home a very 
different line te.pnrached. 

After the Iraqi flag went up over, 
northern Kharramahihr. a commen- 
tator on the government -controlled 
television declared that Muham- 
mara, the Arabic name for the port, 
was now "Arab forever." 

Even more significant was Sad- 
dam Hussein’s remark, in a speech 
he made in Baghdad, that "oc- 
cupying an area in war gives cer- 
tain rights." 

Iraq started this conflict thinking 
It was going to be the Arab version 
of the six-day war, but they reckon- 
ed without the revolutionary fer- 
vour and Shla obsession with mar- 
tyrdom of the Revolutionary Guard, 
and the way It would stiffen an 


army purged of its best officers and 
with much nf Its American equip- 
ment unusable for lack of spare 
parts. 

Hussein's generals went beck to 
their maps and came up with a 
proper campaign plan for the cap- 
ture ef the Khuxestan oilfields In- 
volving tour divisions — two ar- 
moured and two mechanised Infan- 
try. To this force they attached the 
commandos ot their two special 
forces brigades who did most of the 
cluse quarter street fighting In 
Khorramshahr. 

In all, they have committed into 
the crucial south-eastern sector of 
the front at least MO tanks and BO,- 
000 men, gathered together a vast 
corps of engineers to build new 
roads with oil-bound surfaces for 
their armour to cross Iranian 
territory, brought hundreds of feet 
of bridging equipment, and es- 
tablished many fuel and ammuni- 
tion dumps. 


Is Hussein merely trying to 
frighten a stubborn old man Into 
negotiations? Or have the fruits of 
victory and the undoubted cost — 
snmr Western estimates put Iraqi 
casualties as high as 2,000 killed — 
Increased his appetite for territory? 

Is he now tempted to set up a 
client state among the Arabic- 
speaking people In the Khuxestan 
oilfields — Armblstan to the Iraqis — 
find leave Iran with nothing but 
caviar and carpets? Such a state, 
similar perhaps to the early 
relationship between Bangladesh 
and India, would not be a charade. 

In IS47 the Ottoman Empire 
swapped Khuxestan with the Per- 
sians for what Is now part of Iraqi 
Kurdistan. The Idea was that Shla 
Arabs should live under Shla Per- 
sians and Sunni Kurds under Sunni 
Turks. In the same treaty It was 
agreed that the Shaft ai-Arab 
should be controlled by what is now 
Iraq. 



Rut the Arabs of Khuxestan 
always resented their new Persian 
masters. They retained a measure 
■j.t autonomy until 1923 when Hess 
Shah, the late Shah’s father, crush- 
ed them aa he crushed all minorities 
in the process of bayonet-stitching 
together modern Iran. 

After the Iranian revolution, the 
yearning for an autonomous 
Arabistan resurfaced. So did the 
Iraqi desire to rewrite the 1973 
Algiers treaty they were bullied into 
signing by the Shah, whereby the 
boundary of the Shaft was moved to 
the median line. 

In return the Shah agreed to stop 
arming Iraq’s rebellious Kurds, the 
descendant* of the same Kurds who 
Joined the Ottoman Empire in ex- 
change tor Khuxestan. 

The carousel continues, but now 
the stakes are much higher. If Iraq 
did control Khuxestan It would bring 
about the region's greatest realign- 
ment since the break-up of the Ot- 
toman Empire. It would make Iraq, 
already a rich oil country In its own 
right, almost as big a producer as 
Saudi Arabia (Iraqi and Iranian 
oilfields could together produce 
almost 9.3 million barrels of crude s 
day. i, but with a much stronger ar- 
my. 

It is Inconceivable that the super- 
powers would permit this. America 
wants Iran to survive as a buffer 
against any Russian advance into 
the Gulf; the Russians because they 
look forward to the day the Iranian 
Tudeh (Communist) Party takes 
over from the Mullahs. The con- 
tradictory statements coming out of 
Baghdad at the moment must be 
worrying for both of them. 

Certainly, given the present level 
of jingoism in Iraq, Saddam Hus- 
sein might find it difficult to bring 
his tanks home without a very 
good excuse. (IXW 


Regional turmoils rob PLO of limelight

BEIRUT, —i The Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation is, in tbe words of 
a key aide to Its chairman, Yasser 
Arafat, "sad and depressed." 

There Is good reason for the 
depression. The Middle East 
spotlight has been swung sharply 
away from the PLO — the Iran war 
with Iraq, tbe U.S. hostages and the 
recent Friendship Treaty between 
Syria and the Soviet Union have all 
combined to deprive the Palestinian 
leadership of momentum. 

Arafat himself went to Iran with a 
plan to end the war, but Ayatollah 
Khomeini refused to see him. say- 
ing "he should go to the war front 
and see what the Iraqis have done to 
our people." 

Part of the problem la that the 
PLO Is an umbrella organisation for 
many Palestinian groups. While the 


PLO leadership has striven to re- 
main neutral, some groups, like the 
Marxist front, are hostile to Iraq. As 
a result, Iraq ordered the closure of 
the offices of two radical PLO 
groups In Baghdad earlier this year. 

Arafat was particularly em- 
barrassed. He could not pronounce 
on Iraq's territorial claims. Nor 
could be oppose the Islamic revoJu- 
tion in Iran, which has 
wholeheartedly supported the 
Palestinian cause. 

The timing of the war was bad for 
the PLO too. Before the war started, 
Arafat was sure that the Arab world 
was about to awing its combined 
Attention to the Palestinian effort, 
and was, according to sources here, 
merely waiting out the American 
presidential election before asking 
the Arab nations for an all-out 
diplomatic push for a Palestinian 
homeland. 


The war has thus frustrated 
Arafat's long-term diplomacy. He 
has largely succeeded in distancing 
the PLO from Arab controversies, 
and has maintained good working 
relationships with most Arab 
governments. 

But now the Arab world Is 
splintered, and the last thing It is 
concerned about Is the Palestinian 
cause. In an effort to get the PLO 
bock Into focus, Arafat appealed to 
the non-aligned countries to step in 
with a solution to the fighting, but 
the battling countries would have 
none of It. 

As If that were not enough. Syria 
then turned around and signed its 
Treaty of Friendship with Russia. 
Again it is a matter of timing. 
Arafat gets along fine with the 
Russians - they supply him with 
weapons - but the PLO leadership 


is worried that the treaty will freeze 
ihe Palestinian problem. 

The PLO feels Russia may exert 
pressure to halt PLO activities In 
Lebanon, because the raids would 
invite Israeli retaliation — and If 
that retaliation were against 
Syrian-based PLO camps, that in 
turn would force Russia Into 
dangerous conflict with America. 

Arafat had been expected to visit 
Russia soon, but sources here feel 
he may now postpone that visit until 
he can more accurately gauge Rus- 
sian Intentions In the Middle East. 
The last thing he wants, say Palesti- 
nian sources. Is to be dictated to by 
the Russians and held back from his 
Palestinian homeland aim by a war 
among Arabs and a treaty that 
could bring Russian observers and 
military technicians to his doorstep.

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Sadat waits out 


shifts in

CAIRO- — Three yean after he 
arnoxed the world by bolting from 
hi* Arab brethren to launch a 
separate peace w!th Israel. Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat la flit- 
ting on the sidelines, feeling out the 
U S President -elect, watching next 
year’s elections In Israel and 
waiting out the Arab feuds around 
him. 

The Egyptian leader la carefully 
studying these fronts on which hte 
loner's mission moved slowly 
ahead. 

First, Sadat is studying U.S. 
President-elect Ronald Reagan, 
looking for signals that will tip the 
Egyptian leader to whether he can 
expect American support in trying 
to create a farm of autonomy for 
Palestinians living in the West 
Bank and the Gaxa Strip. 

Reagan repeatedly promised 
siron/rer support for Israel, a posi- 
tion Sadat will find unacceptable 
when he complains to the Israelis 
about their colonising captured 
Arab lands and formally annexing 
East Jerusalem. 

Along the way of the bagged- 
down talks on Palestinian 
autonomy, Sadat turned to the 
United States to pressure Israel 
into making concessions. The 
Egyptian bargainers now wonder 
whether Reagan's administration 
will supply similar pressure. 

Sadat is watching Israel too. He is 
looking at Prime Minister 
Mrn&hcm Begin. Sadat's partner in 
the peace initiative aa well os In the 
197!) Nobel Peace Price, who heads 
a government that has taken a 
hardline stance on the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Sadat’s aides have said privately 
that after three Inconclusive years 
of negotiations, it might be worth 
their while to wait for a new leader 
In Israel. 

Sadat’s third focus — and the one 
that aides say is keeping him the 
most patient — is the Arab world 
around him. 

Arab nations bandea together 
just weeks after Sadat’s jet landed 
at Ben-Gurlon airport on November 
19. 19??. 

They called far economic and 
political boycotts against Egypt 
that were almost as severe as the 
ones they hod maintained against 
Israel since the Jewish State was 
established In 1948. 

Sadat has not been able to patch 
up relations with other Arabs, but 
events have tended to push them 
closer together. 

The fall of the Shah of Iran left 
the United States and other 
Western nations without a protector 
of their Persian Gulf oil. The Shah’s 
replacement. Ayatollah Rohollah 
Khomeini, frightened hte Qulf 
neighbours — Kuwait. Saudi Arabia 
and the United Arab Emirates — > 
with talk of exporting hte Islamic 
revolution. 

These events forced Gulf Arabs to 


region 



discreetly turn to the United States 
for assurances of military aid at the 
same time Washington was shop- 
ping for Gulf locations to establish a 

military presence. 

The needs of the Arabs coincided 
with the needs of the United States. 
In the middle was the Arab world’s 
biggest recipient uf U.S. military 
aid — Egypt. 

Sadat’s aides confirm privately 
that Egypt baa been telling the 
Saudis the time has come for Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt to renew openly 
friendly ties. 

They say, though, Egypt cannot 
publicly suggest this. It was the 
Saudis and the other Arab states 
who broke ties with Sadat, so It Is up 
to the Saudis to make the first over- 
ture toward normalization, these 
aides say. 

The Egyptians, however, are 
plainly anxious for a reconciliation 
which, they note, would link the 
world's largest oil producers and 
the Arab world's largest army. 

In Sadat's view, the Persian Gulf 
war between Iran and Iraq has 
served as a reminder that Arab 
solidarity is trail at best. The Egyp- 
tian leader has said the Arabs 
should tall in behind him and quit 
what he calls their petty feuds. 

Sadat has quietly waited while 
the war forced surprising shifts in 
Arab allegiances. Libya and Syria, 
two of Sadat's most bitter an- 
tagonists over his peace with 
Israel, are lined up with Iran. Jor- 
dan Is Iraq's most outspoken sup- 
porter. and Saudi Arabia Is quietly 
siding with the Iraqis as welL 

In addition to displaying the 
divisions lathe Arab world, the war 
is exhausting the military strength 
of Iran and Iraq. This removes one 
more obstacle to Sadat’s claim to 
having the biggest arsenal In the 
region and the best chance of 
leading the Arabs to finding a peace 
tor the Palestinians. ( AP).

Share prices undulate in turbulent trading week

TEL AVIV— The share market ex- 
perienced a turbulent week as 
prices rose and fell in roller-coaster 
fashion. Trading was very active 
and the high turnovers made it one 
of the busiest trading weeks of 1980. 
For the second consecutive week. 
Share prices tumbled on Sunday 
across a broad front In reaction to 
the unexpectedly high 11 per cent 
increase In the Cost -of- Living Index 
for October. The market then mov- 
ed up smartly during Its next two 
sessions, but declined sharply on 
Wednesday and more 'modestly 
during the last session of the 
trading week. 

-*• By the time the dust had settled, 
the General Share Index had 
remained' virtually unchanged 
from the preceding week. 

The index-linked bond market 
appeared to be over-reacting to the 
October index change. Gains of 5-8 
per cent in the various groups of 
^index-linked bonds were quite com- 
mon. 

The strength of the U.S. dollar on 
the International currency markets 
also found expression in local 
currency transactions where the 
devaluation of the shekel was in the 
order of 2.1 per cent. The devalua- 
tion of the shekel against sterling 
jwas only 1 per cent, and in relation 
to the Swiss Franc 1.3 per cent. 

. . The shares of Supersol Ltd., the 


shares most recenUy registered for 
trading on the Tel Aviv stock ex- 
change. came under expected 
pressure. The Supcrsol "B” shares 
were down by 22 per cent. The large 
food retail chain announced that it. 
had entered into an agreement with 
Israel Cold Storage for the con- 
struction of a Hypercol discount 
supermarket. The company en- 
visaged a 4-5 per cent rise in total 
turnover as a result of the addition 
of the Hypercol to its operations, 
but the public was not Impressed, 
■and selling pressure followed. 

Speculation about a possible 
change In ownership of the Ata tex- 
tile company was spiked by the 
company's management. It stated 
categorically that there are no 
negotiations for the sale or transfer 
of control of the textile firm. The 
management further stated that it 
has no plans to dispose of any of the 
company’s retail stores. 

Despite the spotty nature of last 
weelt'a trading in equities, a 
number of issues carved out 
sizeable gains. Electric Wire and 
Cables spurted ahead by 38 per 
cent. In. the insurance group, 
Ararat 0.1 was ahead by more than 
25 per cent. Oz Investments came 
through with a 20 per cent rise, 
while Clal real estate was not far 
behind with a jump of 18 per cent. 

It has been pointed out in this 
column that the underpinning of 
this year’s “bull market” is the 


high level of financial liquidity. In 
support of. this analysis, one can 
point to the rising turnovers and the 
massive sums made available by 
the public every time an interesting 
new financial Issue is broughtto the 
market. 

Certainly the earnings reports 
moat recently published by some of 
the companies listed on the Tel 
Aviv stock exchange are less than 
encouraging. The general trend 
appears to be that companies are 
finding it more difficult to come 
through with “real" gains in ear- 
nings. The casts of labour and of 
financing business activity are ris- 
ing at awkwardly high rates and out 
of relation to Income. 

A case in point is that of Rim In- , 
dustries Ltd., whose semi-annual 
financial report showed a marked 


decrease in activity and profitabili- 
ty. The company Is Israel's largest 
manufacturer and marketer of fur- 
niture. In real terms, Income 
decreased by about 20 per cent 
while profits fell, in real terms, by 
more than 50 per cent. 

The same was true for Clal* 
Trading Ltd., whose income 
decreased by some 36 per cent in 
real terms, while profitability 
showed a decrease of 11 per cent In 
real terms. 

Last week’s market activity, ac- 
cording to a number of analysts, 
revealed an inherent public ner- 
vousness regarding the market's 
future ' course. It is remembered 
that just .three years ago the 
market began a decline which 
culminated in the massive sell off 
during the first week of December.

Jerusalem Post Smarter 


Foreign tourists will spend the 
equivalent of 31 .billion here this 
year, compared with only $790m. 
last year, Yoram Zlv, director- 
general of the Ministry of Industry, 
Trade and Tourism, said this week. 

The total number of tourists 
reaching Israel from abroad In 1980 
is expected to reach 1.2 million, an 
increase of 7 per cent over 1979, he 
added. The Increase was due 
primarily to an upsurge In tourism 
from Britain, West Germany and 


Che Scandinavian countries. • 

The sector that lagged' farthest 
behind was that of American Jewish 
tourists, Zlv said. He called on the 
tourist industry to maintain a 
steady price pattern next year, so 
that Israel could retain its Inter- 
national competitiveness.

TEL AVIV (ItimJ. — A money 
changer and postage stamp dealer,. 
Ya’acov Helbersberg, was last 
week o td ered remanded In custody 
for 12 days on suspicion of conduc- 
ting large scale illegal foreign 
currency transactions. 

Police told the Tel Aviv 
Magistrates’ Court they found a 
“hidden treasure” of foreign 
currency, gold coins and wrist 
watches in the suspect's house. 
Among their findings, they said, 
were 326,000 (IS174.498), DM 81,100 
(18108,657), .£365 (135,863) , SFr2, 390 
(IS9.277) and Fr 15 ,000 (1822,538), 
405 gold coins and securities worth 
IS8.500. They also found customs 
stamps and watches, suspected of 
be(ng smuggled, worth 1856,000. 

The suspect has been receiving 
social security payments of IS 360 a 
month since declaring a low income 
to the tax authorities, police said In 
court.

NEW YORK (AP). Investors 
have seen the magic Dow L000 
mark, reached Thursday on Wall 
Street, severdl times before — In 
1966, 1968, 1972-73, and 1978. But 
each, time, the show, ended on a 
downbeat note, with stock prices 
falling back and the Dow Jones In- 
dustrial Average retreating to 
three-digit levels. Yet this time, 
some hope that the future may be 
happier. - 

Since the election of Ronald 
Reagan and a new conservative 
Congress, stock prices have rallied 
in the face of rapidly rising interest 
rates, and the prospect of a renew-, 
ed recession in the months ahead — 
both of which are supposed to be 
major, negative influences on the 
market

perhaps a month or two, before the 
full details of a secondary period ol 
weakness emerge in the economy,”. 
Alien Sinai at Data Resources Inc., 
a forecasting concern, warned in a 
recent commentary.

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Weizman’s challenge 

EZER WEIZMAN has finally worked up the courage to come 
out openly against the disappointing leadership of Men ahem 
Begin, the founding father and still unassailable idol of the 
political movement he aligned himself with when he left the 
army and entered politics overnight 11 years ago. 

He concluded correctly that his chances of challenging Begin 
fbr the leadership of Herut and the Likiid during his lifetime are 
dlose to nil. And yet, when Weizman announces his intention of 
forming a new centrist party, he recommends Moshe Dayan 
and not himself as the standard bearer of that party. 

Is this not an Indication that fn his heart of he&rts he is under 
the impact of Begin’s judgement that he is “not to be taken too 
seriously"? Or at least that — his erstwhile standing in the pop- 
ularity polls notwithstanding — he is still reluctant to contend 
for the country's top political post? 

But then what Is one to make of Weizman' a desired leader, 
Moshe Dayan? A life-long political ditherer, Dayan is being 
wooed by Weizman, with whom he shared a highly publicized 
lunch three days ago, and also by the man Weizman disdains 
possibly even more than Begin, Finance Minister and Rafi- 
Jeader Yigael Hurvltz. 

To complicate matters even further, on the issue of the future 
disposition of the territories, Dayan differs openly from the 
stand taken by Hurvltz and his hawkish Rail followers. But a 
retrospective glance at the performance of Dayan and Weizman 
In' the first year of peace negotiations which led to the Camp 
David agreements indicates that their positions are not too 
close, either. 

Weizman, Hurvltz and others waiting in the wings — possibly 
including a Dayan who comes off the fence at the last minute — 
are clearly toying with the temptation of repeating in 1981 what 
Yigael Yadin's Democratic Movement for Change attempted to 
do in 1977. It is a vezy dubious proposition in light of the public's 
profound disappointment with the DMC. The temptation is fuell- 
ed, however, by the public opinion polls which record 
widespread disenchantment with both the Likud and the Labour 
Alignment and show a record 50 per cent of undecided voters. 

The political confusion is further compounded by the Labour 
Party In which the Peres-Rabln race for the leadership is focus- 
ed completely on personal rather than policy issues. Even when 
that race is finally decided by the end of December, the result 
may well be a Labohr Party which presents itself to the elec- 
torate behind & facade of slickly-worded, but politically ob- 
fuscating compromises on the major Issues of the day. 

Weizman's breaking away from the Likud and internal 
Labour Party developments are all vivid expressions of the 
tendency towards the personalization of politics in the after- 
math of an earlier period of hyper-ideologic ai but more 
coherent politics. It is not at all clear whether the Israeli system 
can work with such new politics. Certainly the sorry experience 
of the personal squabbling that has brought the Begin cabinet to 
an all-time low of ineffective government is an indication of the 
troubles that this shift, to personalism involves. 

The iihmedfate challenge posed by Welzman r a rumblings is to 
the ability of the Labour Party and of Shimon Peres, the front- 
runner in its leadership race, to hammer out and articulate a 
meaningful and inspiring alternative for the electorate's ap- 
proval. 

If the next few months prove that they are incapable of 
meeting that challenge, Weizman's and other prospective cen- 
trist initiatives may well hold the key to next year's elections, i

“white gold" — if governments fail 
to act. 

Mrs. Douglas-Hamllton said that 
the newest and most serious threat 
to the elephant is the AK-47, a 
Russian-designed automatic rifle 
becoming increasingly available in 
Africa from - national arms 
buildups. 

She said the 7.82mm. NATO rifle 
and even rocket-propelled grenqfieB 
are also being used against 
elephants. 

She said four poachers can kill 20 
elephants in three minutes. 

Mrs. Douglas-Hamllton helped 
her husband Iain conduct the first 
elephant census in Africa, and said 
an estimated 1.8 million of the 
world's largest land animals are 
left on that continent She said they 
are being killed off at a rate of 
between 50,000 and 150,000 a year. 
JUST AS ailments may sometimes 
by "only in the mind” of the 
patient, so may diagnoses 
sometimes be only In the mind of 
the doctor. 

That this can happen was recent- 
ly brought home vividly to an army 
doctor. The case was reported 
recently in the first issue of the 
Medical Corps quarterly, Bit ’on Bel 
Sarefua. 

A girl soldier was told by a doctor 
at the town major's infirmary that 
her fever, stomach pains and 
vomiting "might be due" to 
pregnancy, among other things, 
and she was sent home. 

The next day she felt worse, 
vomiting every quarter of an hour. 
Her mother telephoned to the same 
Infirmary and asked the medical 
orderlies to give the girl blood and 
urine tests or to send her to a 
hospital emergency ward to be ex- 
amined. 

They told her to bring the girl to 
the Infirmary, where the doctor told 
the girl to report back to her unit 
and -ask to be referred to an army 
psychologist, as her problem was 
psychological. 

Instead, she went to a civilian 
doctor, who sent her for blood 
and urine tests, which showed that 
she had hepatitis. M.K.

THE FIV E-day week sounds an ex- 
cellent Idea — provided we know 
what It comports. If an employed 
person Is asked whether he would 
like to work five eight-hour days in- 
stead of six eight-hour days, there 
is little doubt what his- answer will 
be. 

But if the choice is between six 
eight-hour days and five nine-hour 
days, his reaction cannot be sit easi- 
ly predicted. 

Yet that is what Gideon Patt, In- 
dustry and Commerce Minister, 
was talking about when he startled 
the public with his sudden bid for 
legislation on the subject. An expert 
committee under Ylsrael Mel dan, 
head of the productivity institute, 
had been commissioned to examine 
the feasibility of Introducing a five- 
day week “without reducing the 
number of working hours." * 

The talk was not about .a 40-hour 
week, but about 45 to 48 hours of 
work spread over five days instead 
of six; which Is a very different 
proposition. 

The five-day week has been tried 
in Israel and Is spreading. It exists 
In 300 workplaces, and- by 1982 
should cover half of Israel's in- 
dustrial undertakings. Those who 
predicted calamity were mistaken: 
average productivity has not gone' 
down; in some places it has even 
gone up. 

But then It has been adopted so 
far only in firms which consider it 
suitable. One In six (according to 
the Meidan. report) changed their 
minds and restored the six-day 
week. 

Places where the input of 
physical labour is considerable find 
the long day exhausting. Older peo- 
ple feel it a strain even In light 
work. Women with children are In- 
convenienced by the prolonged 
absence from home. 

A big firm in the U.S. went 
further: it reduced the working 
week to four days. The effect was 
examined in the accountancy 
department, an area not burdened 
with excess physical toll. Employed 
there were 474 people on a 38-hour 
week, which comes to an average of 
nine and a half hours a day. That 
turned out to be too much. 
Weariness, the survey revealed, 
reduced productivity In the after- 
noons. • 

EVEN NINE continuous hours can 
be burdensome. An investigation in 
Switzerland among firms that 
shortened the work week disclosed 
that the extra 80 minutes a day did 
not fully compensate— in out- 
put— for the loss of the six-hour 
spell on Saturdays. 

Researchers in West Germany 
reached the conclusion that the 
nine-hour working day is not 
desirable in the long run. Mere than 
eight and a half hours is over-tiring, 
they say. In Israel, too, according 
to the Meidan report, 25 per cent of 
the workers doing nine hours com- 
plained it was Irksome.

THE SMALL 
PHARMACY 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The present attempt by the 
government to change the price, 
structure of the private pharmacies 
Is a blow against the small phar- 
macy owners and a disservice to 
the public. 

At present, the private pharmacy 
realizes an average profit of 25 per 
cent on the selling price of drugs. 
This standard is applied throughout 
the country. 

The proposed changes In the law 
would have the following effect: 

1. -Drive the small pharmacy out 
of business, thereby reducing this

Well, what is wrong with that? 
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The output per hour rises, yet not 
enough to compensate for the cut in 
working time. If nefw investment is 
made, mechanization increased 
and work methods improved, the 
results can still be positive. Other 
things being equal, however, cut- 
ting work time below 48 hours Is 
likely to diminish output per week. 

Research by the Swiss in 1964 on 
the reduction of working hours 
from 48 to 45 a week Indicates that 
qvery l per cent fall to working 
time is matched by a 0.76 per cent 
drop in production. 

ALL THESE observations suggest 
that Patt is tackling the subject to 
the wrong way. The five-day week 
may suit some occupations better 
than others. In America, 85 per cent 
of the labour force enjoy the long 


SOME PLACES have tried the so- 
called “compressed week" of four 
days, each 10 hours long. That 
sounds tiresome, but certain oc- 
cupations deem a_ 10-hour spell 
tolerable ifeonflned to four time s a 
week. Reports say that the system 
Is pppular among men on the third 
shift, who do not' like to work at 
night during the weekend period, 
Friday to Sunday. 

Other variations are cropping up : 
the seven-days-oo, . seven-days -off 
system; the nine-day working fort- 
night; the 19-day working month. 
One school of thought has conjured 
up the 2 , 000 -hour -work-year, a 
malleable concept which offers the 
possibility of lengthening the. an- 
nual holiday Instead of curtailing 
the work week.

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ACCORDING TO the ILO's Bulletin 
of Labour Statistics, working hours 
per week are still 41.2 in France, 
41.9 in West Germany, 43.5 In Spain, 
44 to Britain (for men, and 37.4 for 
women) or, to take a non-EEC 
country, 44.7 to Switzerland. 

The bulletin also makes known 
that Israel's average is 35.8 hours, 
lower than all the countries men- 
tioned above — as low as the U.S. 
(35.8) and Sweden (35.7). This must 
be due to the fact that a large 
proportion of Israel's labour force 
does a month of army service each 
year. 

Donning the reservist’s uniform 
may not be everybody's idea of a 
holiday, but it does raise the ques- 
tion whether Israel can truly afford 
at the present time to work less 
hours than America or Sweden. 

A lot depends on what that does to 
productivity. It is evident that the 
less time a person has to put in, the 
greater his pace of activity. When 
the working week was reduced 
from 80 hours and over to 48 hours a 
week (as recommended in the first- 
ever International convention of the 
ILO, passed in 1921), output was 
found to grow not merely per hour, 
but per week. More can be got out of 
a human being in 48 hours than by 
applying him to a debilitating 
dawn-to-dusk routine each day. 

If working time is reduced 
further to 40 hours, observers 
record that performance continues 
to improve, hut less than before. 


weekend; but 15 per cent do not. If 
we examine the figures more close- 
ly, we find that 30 per cent of the 
trading sector still works six days a. 
week. 

In West Germany, 80 per c ent erf 
those employed in Industry, con- 
struction and public institutions do 
a five-day stint, but in trade, 
transport and telecommunications, 
the proportion is only half; which 
suggests that legislation imposing 
the five-day week in all sectors 
could overshoot the mark. 

COuld not the reform be confined 
to the industrial sector? Mr. Patt 
does not propose an Instantaneous 
extension of this benefit to all parts 
of the labour force. Legislation, 
could enforce.the change to stages. 

At the same time the Meidan 
committee introduces a note of cau- 
tion. When statutory benefits are 
distributed, it is hard to limit their 
application. The public service Is 
organized in powerful unions, 
which are unlikely to sit hack and 
let others enjoy a long weekend, 
(While their own members go on 
plodding to the office six days a 
week. 

■ The mistake is to see the choice 
as limited to these rigid alter- 
natives— six days or five days, 47 
hours- (the present legal limit) or 40 
hours. . 

There are many alternatives, In- 
dicating that we are dealing with a 
human problem which admits of 
varied solutions.

pie can start early and finish early, 
or start late and finish late (within 
certain limits) at their wish. The 
idea is to Improve morale and 
eliminate the sentiment of being a 
wage-slave. The impact on produc- 
tivity and particularly absenteeism 
can be positive. 

A variation on that is the “twin- 
ning" method for part-time 
workers, particularly useful for 
married women. Two employees 
wanting to work half-time share a 
job. How they split the time Is their 
affair, the firm does not care— -as 
long as one or the other of them is 
present at the desk or work-bench 
throughout the regulation working 
hours. 

Wage -earners have been known 
to prefer a shorter day rather than 
a shorter week. The 40-faour week to 
France takes two forms, five days 
of eight hours each, and six days of 
six hours, ..40 minutes each. Take 
your choice. 

A FURTHER POSSIBILITY, show- 
ing how radically thia whole subject 
can be treated, Is “task completion 
worktime." The firm may lay down 
that during a week or a month a 
certain list of tasks must be ac- 
complished. How long the person or 
group takes to do them— whether a 
few hours each day or a lot of hours 
bunched into a small number , of 
days — is their business. ’ P il e 
"quota” method has been practiced 
in the Soviet Union for many years 
now. 

All these exciting alternatives 
and variations should bring the 
country's leaders to a different ap- 
proach. Instead of legislating a 
five-day week or whatever, they 
should think of de-leglslatlng, that 
is, removing the legal obstacles to 
constructive experiment. 

The way forward, aa Labour 
Minister Ylsrael Katz 
recommends, Is through collective
